LIGHT VOTE. IN 
PRIMARY otEN 


Some Confusion May Be 
Expected As Result Of 
Re-Precincting County 


El Dorado County’s participation 
in the presidential primary on Tues- 
day, May 7th, may be marked by 
some confusion resulting from the 
re-precincting of the county dur- 
ing the past year and County Clerk 
Arthur J. Koletzke announced on 
Wednesday that he will be at his 
office all day on Election Day for 
the convenience of election offi- 
cials and the public generally. 

A light vote is expected. 

The only registered electors el- 
igible to vote are those who re- 
corded themselves as affiliated with 
either the Democratic or the Re- 
publican parties, since other parties 
failed to qualify tickets for the elec- 
tion. In El Dorado County there are 
4,936 Democrats and 2,595 Republi- 
cans registered and qualified to vote 
in the election. 

Democrats have a choice of four 
tickets, as will appear on the bal- 
lot. The Republicans have only one 
ticket. 

Within the past ten days, electors 
have received sample ballots by 
mail from the county clerk, and 
with them a card telling where the 
polling place in the elector’s pre- | 
cinct will be established. |

ALLIES WITHDRAW FROM | 
CENTRAL NORWAY: 
RUMANIA TROUBLED 


(Continued from Page Ounie) 


Central Norway today and Great 
Britain rushed precautions against 
a German blow in the Mediterran- 
ean, the Balkans, Holland or even 
an aerial blitzkrieg against the 
British Isles. 

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain, a gaunt, grave figure standing 
before the House of Commons in 
London, told the British that they 
had lost the first phase of the Scan- 
dinavian war against superior enemy 
land, artillery and aerial forces but 
that the fight would go on on all 
fronts with increased vigor. 

The Prime Minister said that: 

The battered and defeated British 
and French expeditionary forces 
had been withdrawn from its base at 
the Norwegian port of Andalsnes, 
south of Trondheim, without. loss, 
despite operations of the German 
air fleet. 

The war in the north will be car- 
ried on with full force, presumably 
from positions north of Trondheim 
where the Allies are pouring rein- 
forcements into the Steinkjer sec- 
tor. 

The British and French battle 
fleet is in the eastern Mediterran- 
ean, aS an apparent precaution 
against entry of Italy into the war 
on the side of Germany, and the 
Allies are prepared for possible Ger- 
man drives into southeastern Eu- 
rope, Holland or by air against the 
British Isles. 

Chamberlain made no mention of 
Allied losses in Central Norway and 
disclosed nothing regarding opera- 
tions north of Trondheim or in the 
far northern Norwegian port of 
Narvik, where an _ isolated enemy 
force still holds out.
